When Carl and Helen Doss adopted their first 
child, neither realized they were to serve as 
parents to 11 more children nobody wanted— 
those labeled unadoptable because of mixed 
racial parentage. To the young minister and 
his wite they were all, regardless of color or 
nationality, simply loved and lovable chil- 
dren. This is not case history but another 
heart-stirring account of the practical prob- 
lems and amusing incidents encountered in 
rearing a houseful of children. Many readers 
will know the Dosses’ U.N. family through 
magazine or radio features; the present story 
was published in shortened form in McCail’s.

As usual, the fiction is 
semi-autobiographical; it uses flashback tech- 
niques to recall childhood and youth in New- 
buryport and Boston, the strongholds of tight 
little cliques who chill the aspiring outsider. 
The bland satire of the essays on Boston and 
upper middle-class manners will make the 
reader wish that the best-selling novelist had 
turned his hand to that minor art more often. 
Some of these stories and articles have ap- 
peared in periodicals, but not in books. 


Sandburg, Carl. Abraham Lincoln: the 
prairie years and the war years.

This one-volume biography of approximately 
800 pages is drawn from the author’s well- 
known work in six volumes. Information that 
has been revealed in the intervening years 
has been taken into account. The shorter work 
concentrates on Lincoln and retains the appre- 
ciative approach of the larger work. The 
author’s informal, sometimes conversational, 
sometimes dramatic, style gives the book 
greater ease of reading than the recent 
Thomas biography, Abraham Lincoln (BooK- 
List 49:57, O 15 52), and will attract the gen- 
eral reader as well as the Lincoln student.
